erential hiring, claimed sales were 
“down more than half.” 
Fists Fly 
A t the Fifth street entrance of 
Hale Brothers there was a sudden 
skirm ish am ong 20 p ickets. Strik 
ers blocked the p ath of a girl a t­ 
tem p ting to retu rn to work. 
D u r­ 
ing the struggle the girl broke free 
and ran into the store. 
Fists were swung among seven 
or eight men and women. 
A girl 
p icket, Lulu Darling, fell to the 
sidewalk from a blow. 
Fighting 
increased in violence as more p ick 
ets joined the melee. 
The fight lasted five minutes. 
Mounted p olice broke through the 
crowd and disp ersed the com bat­ 
ants. 
A fight broke out at the Em 
p orium, one block down M arket 
street from Hale Brothers, where 
300 p ickets were booing clerks re ­ 
tu rning to work.

’38 Cotton Crop 


WASHINGTON, Sep t. 8.—(U P)— 
The agricu ltu re dep artm ent today 
estim ated the 1938 cotton crop at 
11.825.000 bales, a decrease of 163,- 
000 from the August forecast of 
11.958.000 bales. 
The crop rep orting board esti­ 
mated the yield of lint cotton p er 
acre a t 214.1 p ounds. 
The esti­ 
m ate was the 
largest 
on 
record, 
with the excep tion of 1937. 
The board rep orted 1,331,745 bales 
ginned up to Sep t. 1, comp ared with 
1.874,320 bales ginned in the same 
1937 p eriod and 1,374,247 bales in 
1936. 
The condition of the cotton crop 
on Sep t. 1 was rep orted as 65 p er 
certt of normal. 
Acreage left for 
harvest on Sep t. 1 was estim ated at. 
26.449.000 acres.

Th e 
total assets of th ese comp anies amounted to nearly 
$42,000.800.800. Th eir cap ital h as been furnish ed by 
6.49 0,000 sh areh olders, most of th em small inv estors 
with less th an 100 sh ares of stock. Th eir total 
num ber of emp loy es was 3.171,000 in 19 37. 
In th a t y ear, th e comp anies p aid th eir common 
stockh olders an av erage of $1.45 p er sh are. And 
th eir tax bill amounted to $2.62 for each eh are of 
common stock outstanding—close to double as much 
a s was receiv ed by th e comp anies' owners. 
P utting it anoth er way , th ese 150 ty p ical large 
corp orations p aid tax es amounting to $29 1 for each 
common sh areh older, and $514 p er emp loy e. 
Th ose cold figure® tell a tragic story . Ex cessiv e 
tax ation is dep riv ing inv estors of rev enue th at would 
flow into th e stream of commerce, creating p urch as­ 
ing p ower and business op p ortunities. It is dep riv ing 
a legion of workers of p roductiv e jobs. It i® an ev er 
growing barrier in th e road of p rogress, and it is one 
of th e main reasons wh y industry , in sp ite of

Consider, for instance, th e effect of th e p olitical 
banquet or eat-m atch on (a) th e p ublic a t large, 
and (b) th e diners. 
How many v otes h av e been won by th e simp le 
p rocedure^ of dining out-doors on barbecued p ig, 
corn-on-th e-cob, or baked clams will nev er be known. 
For no p articular reason th e man wh o does one or th e 
oth er in th e p rop er sections of th e country acquires 
a kind of good-guy air. How many v otes h av e been 
lost by th e p rocedure of sitting down to terrap in, 
squab, truffles and ch amp agne will also nev er be 
known. 
And consider, friends, h ow different th e p olitical 
scene m igh t be were it not for th e p lain, run-of-th e- 
mine, ev ery -day kind of banquet all p oliticians find 
th em selv es a t th rough out ev ery camp aign p eriod. 
W h at feuds m igh t not h av e arisen, w h at idiocies not 
p erformed, w h at senseless ch allenges not h urled and 
colossal blunders not made if it h ad not been for 
long-term diets of sh ellacked ch icken-legs. cottony 
mash ed p otatoes, oliv e-drab p eas and coffee with th e 
ch ill taken off. 


MAKE YOUR OWN CHOICE 


Th ose wh o would ov erth row or ex tensiv ely ch ange 
th e cap italistic sy stem, use as th eir justification th e 
common welfare, th e well-being of th e av erage man 
and woman. 
In th e ligh t of th at fact, some figures issued by 
th e N ational Industrial Conference Board concerning 
Russia, wh ere p ractically all business is owned by 
th e gov ernment, and wh ere p riv ate cap italism is 
comp letely unknown, are of ex cep tional interest. 
Based in term s of United States currency , th e 
annual income of th e av erage Sov iet worker in 
19 37 wras $582, In th at y ear, 19 37, if h e liv ed in 
th e ty p ical city of Moscow, h e would h av e h ad to 
p ay $4.37 for a p ound of coffee. A p ound of tea 
cost $10.21. A p ound of bacon cost $1.45. A p ound 
of first quality butter cost $1.81. A p air of leath er 
sh oes cost $34.85. A woolen sw eater cost $41.80. A 
ch eap cotton sh irt cost $7.74. One y ard of h eav y 
woolen cloth cost $29 .26. A single linen towel cost 


$ 1.8 8. 
How did th e worker buy th ese ex cessiv ely p riced 
commodities out of h is p itifully small income? Th e 
answ er is simp le—h e didn’t. Th ings th at are re­ 
garded as th e commonest necessities of life by any 
workm an in th is county , are untouch able lux uries 
to th e Russian worker. Th e sov iet standard of liv ing 
is unbeliev ably low. As resp onsible journalists h av e 
w ritten, h ousing conditions, sav e for one or two of 
th e gov ernment p rojects wh ich can accomodate but 
a h andful of th e nation’s v ast p op ulation, are ex ­ 
tremely bad. Ordinary cloth ing is ch eap and inade­ 
quate, and is made of substitutes for wool, linen and 
leath er. Good food is unobtainable. Th e "lux uries’’ 
can be p ossessed only by gov erment officials, mili­ 
tary officers and oth er members 
of th e 
Sov iet 
‘‘aristocracy .’’ 


Th ere’s th e difference between th e av erage stand­ 
ard of liv ing under cap italism and under communism 
or socialism. Take y our p ick. 


F E W KNOW 
" Look around th e h abitable world, h ow few 
Know th eir own good, or, knowing it, p ursue! 
—Juv enal, a Roman Ph ilosop h er, tran s­ 
lated by Dry den. 
Th i® truism ex p resses th e reason wh y we need a 
Constitution, a Bill of Righ ts, to p rotect us from 
th ose wh o do not know th eir own good, knowing it, 
p ursue. 
Th is truism is quoted in Franklin’s autobiograp h y , 
wh en h e ex p lains h ow, wh en h e was in th e Assembly , 
it seemed imp ossible to get th e "p rop rietors, our 
h eredity gov ernors, th e owmers of large grants, to 
consent to p ay th eir sh are of th e co®t to th e colonies 
of self-defense. Had th ey done th is, th ere would 
h av e been no need for troop s from England.” 
For th is reason, Franklin said, “th e subsequent 
p retense for tax ing America, and th e bloody contest 
it occasioned, would h av e been av oided. But such 
m istakes are not new; h istory is full of th e errors 
of states and p rinces.” 
And th e p eop le h av e not y et dev ised a meth od of 
p rop erly m aking th e large consumers of wealth p ay 
to th e gov eriy ient th eir p rop ortionate sh are of th e 
p rotection 
th ey 
receiv e 
from 
th e 
gov erment 
in consuming th ese large am ounts of wealth in p eace 
and comfort. And conditions are just so today , as 
th ey were in Franklin’s time, wh en h e said: "Th ose 
wh o gov ern, h av ing much business on th eir h ands, 
do not generally like to take th e trouble of consid­ 
ering and carry ing into ex ecution new p rojects. Th e 
best p ublic m easures are th erefore seldom adop ted 
from p rev ious wisdom, but forced by th e occasion.” 
And th e trouble we h av e been going th rough in 
th e United States for th e last quarter of a century 
undoubtedly j® due largely to failure to adop t and 
enforce 
an 
equitable 
tax ing 
sy stem 
and 
sound 
banking sy stem and laws th a t p enalize all monop olies.

F R A N K L IN ’S O P IN IO N O F O F F IC E H O L D E R S 
As th e p ublic is dem anding more and more de­ 
cisions to be made by officeh olders, th e p robability 
of th ese decisions b*ng made Intelligently and h on­ 
estly , is of th e utm ost im p ortance. 
Benjamin Franklin h ad a great deal of ex p erience 
with office h olders and th e drafting of laws. So, 
h is observ ations as to th e ch aracter of lawmakers, 
if we are to h av e more decisions made by lawmakers, 
are v ery interesting. He remaks, in h is observ ations 
on reading h istory , May '19 , 1731: 
"Th at th e great affairs of th e world, th e wars, 
rev olutions, etc., are carried on and affected by 
p arties. 
"T h at th e v iew of th ese p arties is th eir p resent 
general interest, or wh at th ey take to be such . 
"Th at th e different v iews of th ese different p ar­ 
ties occasion all confusion. 
"Th at wh ile a p arty is carry ing on a general de­ 
sign, each man h as h is p articular p riv ate interest in 
view. 


"Th at as soon as a p arty h as g&ined its general 
p oint, each member become® intent up on h is p ar­ 
ticular interest: 
wh ich , th w arting oth ers, 
breaks 
th at p arty into div isions, and occasions more con­ 
fusion. 
"Th at few in p ublic affairs act from a meer v iew 
of th e good of th eir country , wh atev er th ey may 
p retend; and, th ough th eir actings bring real good 
to th eir country , y et men p rimarily considered th at 
th eir own and th eir country ’s interest was united, 
and did not act from a p rincip le of benev olence, 
j 
"Th at fewer still, in p ublic affairs, act with a 
v iew to th e good of m ankind.” 
From th is ex p erience of Franklin with office­ 
h olders. it is v ery doubtful wh eth er th ey will make 
as good decisions for us as we are able to make as 
indiv iduals. W h en we make th em for ourselv es, 
we are sure th ey will be made in our own interest; 
wh en th ey are made by officers, th e officers’ in­ 
terest® come first, as Franklin say s, almost inv ar­ 
iably .

HOMAGE TO M URDERS 
(London Time s ) 
Noth ing could better illustrate th e wide gulf th at 
sep arates th e Nazi outlook from th at of p ublic op in­ 
ion in th is and oth er countries th an th e decision of 
th e German gov ernment to do sp ecial h onor to th e 
murderers of Dr. Dollfuss, th e gallant ch ancellor of 
Austria for th e two y ears before July , 19 34, wh en h e 
was brutally done to death . 
Th e anniv ersary of h is 
assassination is being celebrated as a “festiv al” in 
h onor of th ose wh o killed h im, and wh o were a fter­ 
ward court-m artialed and ex ecuted. 
Th e murderers 
are being treated as h eroes, and anoth er clear p roof 
is giv en to th e world of th e p ernicious Nazi doctrin 
th at wh atev er is done in furth erance of Naziisin, 
h owev er dastardly or' h owev er unjust, is righ t and 
noble, and wh oev er op p oses Naziism is a criminal. 
In th e ey es of th e p resent rulers of Germany Dr. 
Dollfuss and h is successor, Dr. Hch usch nigg, were 
guilty of traitorous p roceedings because, in th e ex ­ 
ercise of th eir functions as h eads of indep endent 
Austrian gov ernments, th ey op p osed th e Nazi mov e­ 
ment in Austria and were resp onsible for th e p un­ 
ish ment of th ose wh o broke th e law in its adv ocacy . 
A good many of th ese agitators were ex ecuted, 
th ough th ere weie nev er any ex ecutions on th e scale 
of th ose carried out in Germany by th e p resent reich 
leaders in June, 19 34. 
Dr. Dollfuss, as many of us came to know from 
up on at an ex ceedingly difficult moment to rule a 
p ersonal contacts in th is country , was h imself th e 
kindliest and most modest of men, but h e was called 


turbulent A ustria, in wh ich N ational-Socialists on 
th e one h and and th e Socialists on th e oth er were 
th reatening th e stability of constitutional gov ern­ 
ment. 
Th e rep ressiv e m easures to wh ich th e ch an­ 
cellor felt obliged to resort brough t a rev olt of th e 
Socialists—wh ich was v iolently sup p ressed; but th ey 
failed to ch eck th e terrorist acts of th e Nazi a g ita ­ 
tors. 
Bridges and electric p y lons continued to be 
blown up , ch urch es were damaged, and p olice sta ­ 
tions bombed; and th ere h ad been a first attem p t on 
th e life of Dr, Dollfuss in th e autum n of 19 33. 
Vio­ 
lence begot furth er v iolence, and undoubtedly th e 
treatm ent of th e agitators was h arsh . 
But th e form 
of law was observ ed by th e auth orities and th e dy ­ 
nam iter h ad h is trial before h e was sent to th e 
concentration camp or th e scaffold. 
Finally on July 25, 19 34, one band of p olitical 
h ooligans seized th e Vienna wireless station wh ile 
anoth er p enetrated into th e Ballh ausp latz and killed 
th e ch ancellor. 
Th e B ritish gov ernm ent of th e day 
ex p ressed its "h orror a t th is cowardly outrage.” 
According to th e official account th e dy ing ch ancel­ 
lor was refused th e offices of eith er a doctor or a 
p riest. Nev erth eless h is last words were rep orted to 
h av e been "I only wish for p eace. 
May God forgiv e 
th em ”—th e words of a C h ristian and a brav e man 
wh o was a m arty r to h is cause, as Dr. Sch usch nigg 
h as now' also become a m arty r to th e cause h e be­ 
liev ed in. 
Both may h av e made m istakes—wh o h as 
not? 
But both assumed th e ch ancellorsh ip of th e 
Austrian rep ublic at times of difficulty and danger 
mainly from a sense of duty and because th ey be­ 
liev ed intensely in th e indep endence of Austria.

is to im itate th e totalitarian State 
in th e field wh ich h as p articularly 
aroused th eir p ersonal interest and 
activ ity .”

W h at is p erh ap s most interesting 
in th e President’s sp eech in M ary ­ 
land y esterday is its definition of 
th e difference between "conserv a­ 
tiv es” and "liberals.” According to 
th e President a man is a "conserv ­ 
ativ e" if h e adm its some p articular 
evil but fears th at gov ernment in­ 
terv ention to cure it migh t p rov e a 
greater evil. 
On th e oth er h and,

I h av e w ritten literally h undreds of 
th ousands 
of 
words 
p rotesting 
against th e stup idity and v iolence 
of emp loy ers. I h av e sp oken often 
in sup p ort of labor’s righ t to bar­ 
gain collectiv ely and receiv e fair 
p ay under fair conditions. And, fin­ 
ally , I h av e defended labor leaders 
unjustly accused, and in some cases 
conv icted, of m urder 
and 
lesser 
crimes th rough th e p ower of money 
ov er th e agencies of gov ernment. 
1, A Ne w Forc e Confronts La bor 
But now a force p rofoundly h os­ 
tile to labor’s interests h as ap ­ 
p eared in th is country for th e first 
time. Th is force is Political Cen­ 
tralization. It is an all-p owerful and 
ov er-am bitious federal gov ernment, 
wh ich is sacrificing labor to p oli­ 
tics—and p olitics to an ev er-grow­ 
ing itch for p ower. 
I rep eat th at, for all its p romises 
and h igh -sounding 
p h rases, 
th e 
p resent gov ernment—th at is to say 
Mr. Roosev elt’s gov ernment, for it 
is certainly h is—carries a greater 
th reat to labor th an any economic 
or p olitical force th at 
h as 
con­ 
fronted labor at any time in Amer­ 
ica’s h istory . I say th is because— 
p artly th rough a p assion for ex p er­ 
im enting in self-defeating, socialist 
reforms, but mainly in order to gain 
more and more 
p ower—th e 
New 
Deal gov ernm ent is ov erp lay ing th e 
p olitical game of 
seeking 
labor’s 
v ote by attacking and discrediting 
industry . 
And, with its already v ast p ow­ 
ers, it h as carried th is attack to 
a p oint wh ere 
industry 
is 
being 
p araly zed, and th e 
birth righ t 
of 
American labor, wh ich is its op ­ 
p ortunity to find work and make a 
liv ing, is being imp aired. 
Now, I want to make it p erfectly 
p lain th at I am not writing th is 
letter p rim arily in labor’s interest. 
I am writing in th e interest of th e 
p ublic. But i believ e, as I h op e y ou 
believ e, th at, only th rough a broad 
and general economic recov ery 
in 
wh ich all classes sh are, can 
labor 
come into its own and get back an 
American standard of liv ing. 
And I furth er believ e th at labor’s 
ch ance of regaining such a stand­ 
ard, and raising it, does not lie in 
joining with p eop le wh o are try ing 
to force th e country furth er and 
furth er to th e left—toward p oliti­ 
cal and economic dictatorsh ip . On 
th e contrary , labor 
will 
find 
its 
largest measure of security , and of 
work and 
wages,

“th e abundant life” is a steady job 
at good wages and fair conditions 
of work. And activ e business, with 
h igh p roduction and emp loy ment, is 
th e only source from wh ich 
th ese 
th ings can flow. 
And. w h at is more, it is th e only 
condition th at can giv e labor real 
bargaining p ower. For, with indus­ 
try down and p roduction low, all 
th e labor unions in th e world, and 
all th e labor laws th at can be p ut 
on th e statute books, will do labor 
v ery little good. Th e truth is th at 
labor cannot rise alone. Labor and 
industry rise and fall togeth er. 
It is true .th at labor and cap ital 
h av e sep arate interests in regard to 
th e div ision of th e 
wealth 
th ey 
p roduce. And th at difference will, 
I sup p ose, nev er be finally settled 
As long as 
economic 
conditions 
continue to ch ange, th e div ision of 
th e p roceeds of industry will, and 
for th at m atter sh ould, rem ain a 
subject for discussion, collectiv e b a r­ 
gaining and comp romise. And th at 
is wh y resp onsible labor unions are 
needed by cap ital as well as labor. 
Sooner 
or 
later, 
h owev er, 
it 
m ust become ev ident to both sides 
th at, th ough final adjustm ents as 
to wages and conditions of work 
are not to be ex p ected, nor indeed 
are th ey desirable, a h elp ful means 
by wh ich cap ital and 
labor

find a way of liv ing togeth er and 
p roducing wealth to m utual adv an­ 
tage is p rofit-sh aring. 
Th ough backward-looking lead­ 
ers on both sides will no doubt 
op p ose p rofit-sh aring in th e future, 
just as th ey h av e in th e p ast, p ro­ 
fit-sh aring m ust and will come.

If th ey do not know th at, th ey 
certainly know only two meth ods 
of attack are av ailable. 
Most log­ 
ical w'ould be an ex tensiv e artillery 
bombardment to reduce op p osing 
fortifications—th e greatest artillery 
attack in all h istory . 
Prep arations 
for it would require weeks, if not 
month s. Moreov er, concentration of 
required ammunition, guns and sup ­ 
p lies couid not 
be accomp lish ed 
w ith out detection. 
Yet sh arp mil­ 
itary watch ers on

op p osing 
fields h av e caugh t no sligh t ev i­ 
dence of th is kind of activ ity . 
Only oth er meth od is by direct 
troop mov ement. 
Th is would be 
th rowing men to slaugh ter against 
th e kind of butch er-counter embat- 
tlem ents in p lace along th e Franco- 
Gebman line.

Th e Sup reme Court's decision th at 
certain emp loy ees of th e Port of New 
York Auth ority are not ex emp t from 
federal income tax on th eir salaries

Th e time of p ay ment, 
th e manner of p ay ment, th e quantity 
to be p aid, ough t all to be clear and 
p lain to th e contributor and to ev ery 
oth er p erson. Wh ere it is oth erwise, 
ev ery p erson subject to th e tax is p ut 
more or less in th e p ower of th e tax 
gath erer. .

Th is rule of certainty , 
of knowing definitely wh en one h ad 
finish ed p ay ing, was regarded by 
Smith as of such imp ortance th at h a 
said a considerable degree of inequal­ 
ity was to be p referred abov e a small 
degree of uncertainty . 
Th e p ractice of taking adv antage 
of judicial decisions to ap p ly tax es 
retroactiv ely nas been encountered 
elsewh ere, it h ad become such a vice 
in Australia as to bring forth a rebuke 
from a Roy al Commission on Tax a­ 
tion, in th e following words: 


“Wh en a tax p ay er h as fully and 
op enly disclosed th e facts relating to 
h is income; wh en up on th ese facts an 
assessment h as been made, based 
up on a weii-known and officially de­ 
clared p ractice in accordance with th e 
current understanding of th e law; 
wh en h e h as accep ted th at assessment 
and p aid th e amount due under it; h e 
does seem to be morally entitled to 
consider th e transaction closed, ev en 
alth ough a subsequent judicial deci­ 
sion sh ows th at a mistaken p rincip le 
of law h as been ap p lied in h is case. 
Had th e mistake resulted in h is p ay ­ 
ing more in tax th an th e amount fo r 
wh ich under Yie law h e was actually 
liable, th e transaction would h av e 
been closed. 
it may be argued th at in view of th e 
recent decision, th e Port of New York 
Auth ority was nev er an ex emp t insti­ 
tution, and th at its emp loy ees h av e 
th erefore actually been tax ev aders 
for twelv e y ears. Such is imp lied in 
th e suggestion th at back tax es are 
now due. Th is p osition is bey ond 
question h igh ly immoral for th e Au­ 
th ority h as been regarded, until now, 
as essential to state sovereignty . But 
morality and tax ation do not alway s 
keep comp any , and th eir sep aration is 
not alway s caused by th e bad p rac­ 
tices of th e deliberate tax ev aders. 
Uncertainty p roduces low tax ation 
morality , as Adam Smith knew wh en 
h e wrote th e following: “Th e uncer­ 
tainty of tax ation encourages th e n- 
solence and fav ours th e corrup tion of 
an order of men wh o are naturally 
unp op ular, even 
wh ere th ey 
arm 
neith er insolent nor corrup t.”
